WOMAN DIES IN 
OXYGEN VOLCANO 


Strange Death in Flaming 
Air of Hospital Room. 


New York, Nov. 17.—([Special.]—A 
moribund woman patient in the hospi- 
tal of the Rockefeller Institute for 
Medical Research was burned to death 
tonight when flames arising from a 
short circut in an oxygen apparatus 
spread to the bed on which she lay 
unconscious. 

Shut in the room with the unfortu- 
nate woman was 4 nures, Miss Dor-; 
othy Pine, who fought the flames until 
nurses, doctors, and hospital attend- 
ants dragged her out. She was un- 
hurt, 

In the highly oxygenated atmosphere 
the flames spread so swiftly and 
burned so fiercely that there was no 
chance for the patient, Miss Anna 
Couche. By the time the inetitite’s 
ow?tl fire department had subdued the 
flames and penetrated ‘the chamber 
she was dead. 

Fan Brought in Oxygen. 

The oxygen apparatus was invented 
at the institute some time ago for the 
treatment of patients in the last stages 
of pneumonia. The patient was placed 
in a specially designed chamber 8 by 
8 by 10 feet, into which was sent 
oxygen from a tank, while the motor 
actuated @ fan which expelled the ex- 
halations of the patient. 

Miss Pine saw a spark flash from the 
motor. An atmosphere highly sur- 
charged with oxygen is as conducive to 
combustion aes it is to respiration, and 
in a twinkling the insulation of the 
motor feed wires was ablaze. It was 
but seconds until ‘the flames leaped 
to the bed clothes. 

Miss Pine screamed, snatched a cloth 
and attempted to fight the flames, 
which were swelling as the oxygen 
kept on flooding the room.

STUDENT KILLED 
IN GAS BLAST 
AT COLUMBIA U. 


New York, Nov. 17.—Explosion of 
chemicals in an autoclave, a piece of 
apparatus used in Havemeyer hall, 
Columbia university, for the testing of 
intermediate chemicals in the manufac- 
ture of analine dyes, caused the death 
téday of William E. Spandow of Mem- 
phis, Tenn., one of a class of ten. Sev- 
eral other students were injured. 

The force of the explosion shattered 
windows in all parts of the building 
and tore up the floor in the laboratory. 
Classes in the building were disrupted. 

The autoclave, filled with analine and 
hydrochloride, was being heated by a 
portable gas jet. Prof. Hickson, in 
charge of the class,’ left for ‘lhinch, 
Spandow and the others remaining in 
the room. 

Before leaving Prof. Hickson tested 
the autoclave and found the pressure 
at 112 pounds. He instructed Spandow 
to remove the gas flame. when the 
gauge reached a certain. point... 

Instead of removing the gas, Span- 
dow’s fellow students said, he opened 


the safety valve, releasing gases which 
explod#i when caught in the gas flame. 

Spandow, a graduate of the Univer- 
sity of Denver, would have been gradu- 
ated from Columbia as a chemical! engi- 
neer next February.

Washington, D. C., Nov.-17.—[Spe- 
cial.}—On the basis of’an application 
made to him today for the pardon of 
a man convicted in the Federal District 
court at Cleveland, Qfon a charge of 
conspiracy growing out of a bootleg- 
ging case; President Harding directed

Dr. A. G. Wilcox, who attended Mrs. 
Cowley, was responsible for the story. 
He said that about two weeks before 
Mrs. Cowley’s death last Aug. 14 Wil- 
liam Bothwell of Hammond, Ind., a 
son of Mrs. Cowley by a former mar- 
riage visited him in apparent great 
trepidation for his mother’s safety. 


Son Feared Poisoning. 


“TI don’t feel safe in leaving my 
mother alone with her husband. I 
do not trust him and fear he might 
try to poison her,” Dr. Wilcox quotes 
Mr. Bothwell as saying. Dr. Wilcox 
said that at the son’s request he made 
a careful examination of Mrs. Cowley, 
b’it @etected nothing wrong. 

“Even after I had thoroughly 
searched the premises for poison with- 
out result, Mr. Bothwell was not sat- 
isfied,” Dr. Wilcox said. “So, *o quiet 
the son’s mind, we had constable Pin- 
kerton Brown watch constantly by the 
bedside for several days.” 

The physician said he believed Mrs. 
Cowleys death was due to pneumonia 
wi _complications.

“ould best promote the success of the 
nation in war. 

“It is the duty of the war depart- 
ment to study the general needs of the 
country in both men and material to 
meet the exigencies of war. The con- 
clusions place certain obligations upon 
che army personnel, in addition to its 
duties as an arm of the administration, 
from a consideration of which thé 
strength of the army can be deter- 
mined. 


Misconception of Army, 

“ But our recommendations often go 
unheeded, partly because those who

that they should be corrected. 

“I am writing to ask for a confer- 
ence with yourself and a committee 
of your group to be named by you to 
discuss this matter. It is my sugges- 
tion that the provisions of the pro- 
posed new constitution that are held 
to be inimical to teachers with refer- 
ence to pensions be pointed out and 
that we be afforded an opportunity. to 
indicate our views thereon.”

By Tribune wireless, De Santo of Taz Txisuxs 
Foreign News Service in Italy presented a vivid 
picture of what may be one of the great historic 
scenes of our time—the first address of Benito 
Mussolini to. the Italian parliament. What is to 
come no man can prophesy, but there is that in 
Fascism and in the personality of its leader that 
promises, at least, noteworthy, perhaps epoch 
making, events. 

Premier Mussolini's utterance was remarkable 
in tone and substance. Sig. de Santo notes that 
he addressed the members not in the usual form 
as “ honorabletcolleagues,” but in the briefest term, 
“gentlemen”; and there was @ hint implied in the 
following sentence: “My coming before you today 
is am act of deference for which I do not ask any 
particular thanks "—-which was not lest on the 
assembly nor will be on the Italian public. 

Mussolini was not speaking as a representative 
of parliament. He offered no resemblance to the 
me “ern politician balancing on the difficult footing 
of parliamentary strategy. The resemblance is 
rather to Cromwell, though the Italian leader 
warned rather than rebuked, and whi" the impli- 
cations ef the address were stern enough he exhib- 
ited a gestraint which promises well Unquestion- 
ably he has pewer to expel the Italian pariia- 
eI tala Gin yactaenaihs bot. be 
has offered the assembly a chance to save itself 
by service. 

Fascism, despite its militant action against the 
‘Reds and its refusal to be ‘checked by forms, has 
shown a disposition to preserve the political struc. 
ture of the state so far as that seems compatible 
with what the Fascist! think essential to the sal- 
vation of Italy. Tle yack.une of Fascism is 
youth, and youth is violent, bui we have no respect 
for the fuss made over Fascist violence directed 
against a body of revolutionists which had not 
hesitated to use violence in their own cause. It is 
easy for American idealogues and parlor pinks to 
condemm the Fascisti for the use of illegal force, 
but Fasciam confronted conu:uvns, not theories. 
The machinery of government was in the hands of 
weaklings and was not functioning. It had becothe 
an empty form, and Italy was almost without gov- 
ernment. Im such a situation unlawful and sub 
versive force wag loose, and it was the task of 

to defend Italy from it, not by futile 
protests or appeals to a legal government which 
haé demonstrated its inability to enforce laws or 
protect rights. The Fascisti used force, mora] and

THE BRITISH ELECTIONS. 


Comparatively complete returns give the Con- 
servatives 347 seats in the commons to 259 of all 
other -varieties. us they gain control. More- 
over, the minority is badly divided, the Labor party 
having 138 vyotes.to 64 for the Licyd George and 
62 for the Asquith groups. 

The Labor party announces that unemployment, 
housing, and taxation will be its chief interests, 
and on these issues votes may be obtainable from 
the Liberals, but not enough to embarrass the 
government. On any really radical measure of an 
aggressively socialistic character the bulk of the 
Liberals would undoubtedly support the govern- 
ment. ‘ 

Obviously the British people are not for social- 
fem. The old Liberals, represented by Mr. As 
quith, are probably even more opposed to social- 
istic legislation than some of the Tories, unless 
they have repudiated Adam Smith and Jeremy 
Bentham, long patron saints. 

On fundamental issues of this order the vote fs 
informative. The Conservatives polled 5,256,000 
odd: the Liberals of the two groups, 3,777,000, whigh 
totals about 9,000,000, as against the Labor party’s 
3,940,000, The latter is considerably short of a 
majority, but to Americans it seems a formidable 
showing which ought to bring the anti-Socialist 
parties into alliance, if not fusion. If a Socialist 
program were threatening, doubtless it would, some 
radical Liberals going over, perhaps, to Labor, the 
bulk of liberalism entering the Conservative party. 


. It eught also to be noted that British labor & 
not extreme in its radicalism. It is, in fact, from 
the continental viewpoint, bourgeois or conserv- 
ative. It is to the credit of British labor that it 
has repudiated communism, and its policy is evo 
lutionary, though philosophically socialistic <A 
generation of education might bring labor over to.
